L ast T h u rsd a y night a wo­ 
m an was strangled in a Twenty-sec­ 
ond street boardinghouse and the n<*xt 
m orning the body of an unidentified 
woman who had been choked to death 
was 
found in 
an areaw ay 
in East 
E ightieth 
street. 
K atie 
Pritschler, 
daughter of a re s ta u ra n t waiter, d i s ­ 
appe a r ed a w eek 
ago Thursday and 
was killed. 
A ribbon placed about the 
th ro a t and draw n so tightly that it 
cut the flesh show ed 
how she died. 
Ile body was found Thursday. 
lr the. brutality of th e m urders can 
be qualified, that of th e Pritschler girl 
rank s first. 
She w as assaulted, m u r­ 
dered and then h er lifeless form was 
horribly m utilated. 
“The G raveyard” 
tak es its nam e 
from tile proxim ity 
of the old T h ir­ 
teenth street ce m e te ry and the local­ 
ity has been the scene of several re ­ 
volting m urders. 
T he m ajority of the 
residents are foreigners. 
Carl Pritschler, th e father of Katie, 
is a hard w orking m an. 
He had sev ­ 
eral children, all younger than Katie. 
T he girl left h e r hom e 
at 349 E ast 
T hirteenth street a w eek ago T h u rs­ 
day night to play in th e street. W hen 
she failed to retu rn th e father noti­ 
fied the police and a general alarm 
was sent out. 
T h e body was discov­ 
ered within a block of her home and 
scarcely 190 yards from the location 
of a placard placed by the father call­ 
ing attention to th e fact that his child 
was lost. 
How th e body could have 
remained undiscovered for a week is 
not explained. 


Ko Effort at Concealment. 


The girl’s body w as stumbled upon 
by a woman 
w ho visited 
tho b ase­ 
m ent of the house a t 203 First avenue. 
It lay upon a b erry crate with seem ­ 
ingly no effort at concealment. 
At the coroner’s direction, Gaetano 
Rippolano, 
w hose cobbler 
shop a d ­ 
joins the girl’s hom e, was arrested 
and asked to explain his absence from 
his shop 
on last Friday. 
He 
e sta b ­ 
lished the fact th a t he had spent tho 
day 
at Bristol, Conn. 
The 
girl is 
said to have frequ ented Rippolano’s 
place 
and 
a search 
of 
the 
shop 
brought to light a m a n ’s shirt, which 
bore red stains. 
T h e cobbler was a r ­ 
raigned and rem and ed to the coroner. 
W hen new s of th e finding of tho lit­ 
tle one’s 
body sp read 
through the 
neighborhood excitem ent rose to such 
a pitch th a t the rem oval of the body 
and the arrest of Rippolano caused a l­ 
most a riot. 
M any thousands of p e r­ 
sons were in th e n earby streets when 
tho wagon from th e morgue arrived. 
At 
sight of the 
covered body 
th e 
crowd vented its grief and rage in a 
babel of tongues. 
Rippolano’s shop 
windows w ere sm ash ed and only th e 
determ ined 
front of the 
police r e ­ 
serves, who clubbed 
right and left, 
prevented g re a te r dam age. 
Dora M essner, who is said to have 
been seen in the com pany of the cob­ 
bler, was a rre ste d as a witness. She 
w as arraigned in the night court and 
beld for the coroner.
